FRENCH 3YINANCE- 


Me Caillaux and the Banque de France. 





When M. Briand formed his tenth Cabinet on June 23rd it was 
generally realised that he was going to run in double harness and 
that M. Caillaux had not accented the iiinistry of Finance without 
extracting certain conditions. 

An indication of M. Caillaux's determination to start a strenuous 
campaign was given in the announcement that Me. A.H.E. Moreau had been 
appointed Governor of the Banque de France in place of iie Robineau. 

The significance of this change lay in the fact that it was known that 
M. Robineau had differed from M. Péret as to the part which the bank 
should play in the stabilization of the franc and apparently the same 
divergence of views arose with li. Caillaux. 

Under M. Robineau's management the gold reserve of the bank had 
been kent intact since the war. Meanwhile its credit was ruined by 
the demands made upon it by the State, which caused it to increase 
its issue of notes without maintaining the assurance that they could 
be exchanged for gold. In contra-distinction to M. Robineau's theory, 
the financial experts considered that the time had arrived for the bank 
to restore its credit and statvilize the franc by using part of the 
gold reservée 

Parliament met for the first time under the new Government on 
June 29th, when M. Briand read the ministerial declaration in the 
Chamber. The gravity of the financial situation was emphasized and 
it was stated that it was proposed to reduce income-tax and the transfer 
duty on securities in order that canital should be reassured and 
encouraged to flow back to the country. The Government had in view 
vigorous methods to stop the continual fluctuation of the franc; it 
regarded the settlement of inter-ellied debts as one of the necessary 
supports of stabilization. 

The declaratien contained little that was definite. It stated 
that the Government and the Committee of Financial Experts were in 
general agreement, but only the slightest indications were given of the 
system to be adonted for stabilizing the franc. The passage relating 
to the assistance to be obtnined from abroad was particularly vague, but 
it aroused considerable hostile feeling in the Chamber. Me Tardieu 
asked M. Briand to give an assurance that the Government would not 
comiit itself to any agreement for obtaining foreign credit either 
directly or through the Banque de France before the Chamber had an 
opyvertunity of pronouncing on Me Caillaux's plan for financial recor - 
struction. M. Briand's answer was unconvincing and the impression 
was left in the Chamber that a secret bargain was being struck with a 


foreign nation. 
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The Experts' Plan. 





The Comnittee of Exverts was appointed by €M. Briand's ninth 
Cabinet in the spring of this year. Its composition was announced .- 
on May Slst and it held its first session on June 2nd. Its report 
to the tenth Briand Ministry was published on July 4th. 

The terms of reference of the Committee may be summarised under 
three questions: 

l. By what means can the Budget be balanced? 

2e By what means can the Treasury be relieved? 

5. By what means can the franc be stabilized? 

As regaris the first of these questions the Comnittee recomuends 
that an additional 2,500 million francs revenue must be immediately 
raised by indirect taxation and five milliards more during 1927. The 
taxation recommendations are six-fold in nature. 

1. The abolition of the carnet de counons. 

2. Reduction in the rates of income-tax succession duties, and 

the tax on the transfer of French securities. 





3-e The introduction of a new Customs Tariff "not too protectionist" 


and canable of facilitating trade negotiations with other 
countries. 

4. The uniform imposition of the turn-over tax on all business 

transactions with other countries. 

5. An increase of all railway fares. 

6. Tobacco to be raised in nrice by staves in proportion to the 

depreciation of the franc. 

Finaly it is pointed out that although on paper the Budget for 
1926 shows a surplus, this is due to the fact that calculations in 
December, 1925, were made upon a basis of 125 francs to the £, wiereas 
now sterling is hovering around 180 and even lower. 

To relieve the Treasury the report recommends the creation of a 
new department - Caisse de Gestion - to deal with the floating debt, 
the necessary funds for this to be raised by a long-term foreign loan. 

Lastly, in connection with the all-important question of the 
stabilization of the franc, the Committee do not attempt to hide the 
gravity of the situation or the drastic measures which it calls for. 
Their princinal tenet is that confidence must be restored and that the 
Banque de France and not the State is the proper agency for stabiliz- 
ation. Moreover the Exnerts believe that once the Budget is baianced 
in fact and the Treasury relieved, the Banque will fini itself able 
to do SOe« 

The report continues that the principal means by which the Banque 
de ¥rance may effect stabilization are by foreign credits with private 
banks (such as the Morgan Loan) and long-term foreign loans. But au 
essential factor in the 3ystem of credits is confidence, and therefc.s 





an absolute necessity in the :nAinds of the Comuittee is the ratification 


of the Bérenger-ifellon debt agreement and the conclusion of a similar 
agreement for the settlement of the French debt to Great Britain. 
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once these arrangements have been made, the loans floated and the credits 
granted, the Banque de France should be able gradually to bring the 
franc to rest at a convenient levol. In this connection it is of 
interest to recall that M. Caillaux last year declared that, given 
the requisite powers, he could stabilize the franc at 150 to the @. 

It is as yet too early to know what effect this report will mare 
upon French public opinion, which has been led by a succession of . 
finance ministers to believe that the Budget had been balanced; KM. 
Caillaux's financial statement to the Chamber, which embodied most of 
the recommendations of the Committee, was received not only without 
enthusiasm, but as the debate continued, with increasing hostility.

Foreign Labour and the Coal Strike. 
At its meeting in London at t end of June the Executive Committee 


of the Miners International adopted a resolution regarding the import- 
ation of foreign coal as a strike-breaking factor. They admitted that 
the success of this attempt would seriously menace "the international 
struggle for shorter hours of labour" and resolved to take immediately 
in every country all possible steps to prevent the production of coal 
for this purpose. 

Follow ing upon this came the strike on Saturday, July 3rd, of 
80% of the Antwerp dockers, numbering some 10,000 men. Yominally 
this strike is for additional pay, but numerous leaflets have been 
distributed urging the dockers not to handle coal destinei for Great 
Britain. About 15 vessels were affected and as a result the Harwich- 
Antwerp service was diverted to Zeebrugge. On the same date represent- 
atives of the transport unions of Belgium, Holland, Great Britain, 
Germany and Czechoslovakia met at Utrecht and resolved to appeal to 
all their workers not to handle coal intended for Great Britain. They 
agreed, however, that little could be done at continental ports so long 
rs the British transport workers themselves continue to handle the 
| traffic. 

On July 6th the German Kiiners Union at Saarbruc jen declared then- 
selves in complete agreement with the resolution of the Miners Inter- 
national and pledged themselves to do all they could to prevent the 
production of coal intended for Great Britain.

The Tangier Police Scandal. 

The gravity of the cnarges brought against the Tangier police is 
greatly increased by the fact that this body was established and:is 
controlled by the International Administration of Tangier set up under 


the Tangier Convention. The charges are therefore a matter of inter- 
national concern. Tne force in question is that of the regular civil 
police (as distinct from the Gendarmerie) whose duty it is to arrest 
persons suspected of crime and nand them over either to the Mixed 
Tribunals (for Europeans) or the Mendub's Court (for natives). The 
nolice are accused of flogging and of applying torture to suspected 
persons in order to obtain evidence. This condition of afiirs is 
said to have been common knowledge among the natives for some time, 
who, however, did not bring it to the public notice, owing to the 

fact that they had abandoned hope of obtaining redress. ilowever, 

the publicity given to the subject in the press assures its being 
thoroughly sifted. Already the Assistunt Commissioner of Civil Police 
has been suspended and the British Cmsul-General in Tangier is 
negotiating with the Shereefian authorities of the Administration, 

but an enquiry by a disinterested court is none the lesa necessary.

The World Mizration Congress. 





This Congress, which met in London under the joint auspices of 
the International Federetion of Trade Unions and the Labour and Socialisi 
International on June 22nd, concluded its work on June 25th with some 
interesting recommendations and resolutions. It instructed its parent 
bodies to form a joint comzittee to make a further study of the economic, 
social, national and racial factors of the migration questions and 
recommended the creation of an International Migration Office within 























the framework of the International Labour Organization to draw up 

sinternational conventions concerning migration and to provide anple 

Sand reliable information. Among the other demands for migrants made 

>to the Congress were: 

i 1. Additional travelling facilities. 

2. Equality of treatment. 

5. Proper organization by Trade Union authorities. 

4. The suppression of all restrictions on the right to work of 
certain categories of workers, where such restrictions have 
the effect of driving these workers out of tneir native 
land. 

5. The provision of passyorts by some international body for 
emigrant workers who, for volitical reasons, cannot establish 
their nationality. 


The Aberystwyth Conference. 
The tenth Conrerence of the International Federation of League of 


Nations Societies met at Aberystwyth, {une 29th ~- July 3rd, under the 
presidency of Colonel Dollfus (Switzerland). Representatives of some 
>5 national societies were present, including Sir Willoughby Dickinson 
Rear- admiral Drury-Lowe, Professor Philip Baker, Viscountess Gladstone 
from Great Britain, the Hon. Theodore Marburg, formerly United States 
Yinister at Brussels from the United States and Count Bernstorff and 
General Count Montgelas from Germany. Commissions were set up to study 
International Questions; Education and Propoganda; National Minorities 
Economic and Social Questions; Disarmament, Judicial Questions; and 
Political Questions. The resolutions adopted by the Conference will 

be forwarded to the Secretary-General of the League of Nations.

TEXT OF TREATY OF FRIZNDSHI? AND SECURITY. 


In the issue of the Bulletin of International News for 
June 14th there appeared a summery of the provisions of the Turkish- 
Persian treaty signed April 22nd, 1926. The official French text, 
taken from the Echo de Turquie of June loth, 1926, and for which we 
are indebted to the Reference Service on International Affairs, Paris, 


is given herewith in translation. 








Turkey, on the one part, and Fersia, on the other, in 
conformity with the necessities and the obligations that the con- 
temporary period imposes upon the two nations, and convinced of the 
necessity of consolidating the existins fraternity and friendship, 
have desired to conclude a pact of friendship and security in order 
to determine the material conditions of their amicable relations, 
and, agreeing upon this point, to name the City of Teheran as the 
place of negotiations, have designated as plenipotentiaries: 


For the Turkish Republic: His Excellency KMemdouh Chevket 
Bey, Turkish Ambassador in Persia, Plenipotentiary ixtraordinary; 


For His Majesty the Shah of Persia: Reiss-E Vuzera Djenab 
Behref Mehmed Ali Khan, and Mirza Daoud Khan Miftah, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs of interim, who, having exchanged their full powers, 
found to be regular, have agreed as follows: 


ARTICLE l. 


An indestructible peace and lasting friendship shall reign 
between the Republic and the Persian Government, as well as between 
the nationals of the two countries. 


ARTICLE 2. 


In case one of the contracting parties should be exposed to 
a military operation on the part of one or more third powers, the 
other contracting party undertakes to maintain neutrality vis-a-vis 


the first. 





ARTICLE 3. 


Each of the contracting parties agrees not to enter upon 
any aggression against each other, and not to participate in any 
allianceor political, economic, or financial agreement concluded by 
one or more third powers and directed against one or the other of the 
two parties or against their military and naval security. Moreover, 
each of the contracting parties undertakes not to participate in any 
hostile undertaking whatever directed against one or the other. 
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ARTICLE 4. 


In case one or more third powers undertaking military 
operations or hostile acts against one of the contracting parties 
should wish, in the course of these operations, to transport armed 
troops and munitions across the territory of the other party, or to 
procure animals and to assure its provisioning on this territory, or 
to profit by the existing facilities for the transport and the passage 
of its troops in retreat, or finally, to incite the population to rebel 
in order to serve its own purposes, and to undertake scouting of a 
military nature and thus violate the neutrality of the last named 
country, that country is bound to take up arms to defend its neu- 
trality against these enterprises. 


ARTICLE 5. 


Each of the contracting parties undertakes not to permit 
on its territory the presence or organization of individuals or groups 
planning to modify the form of government or to disturb the tran- 
guillity of the territory of the other party, and not to tolerate the 
presence of individuals or organizations making on its own territory 
propaganda or attempting by other means an action de lutte against 


the other party. 





ARTICLE 6. 


f The contracting parties, with the purpose of  wnsuring the 

|} security and tranguillity of the peoples along the frontier regions, 

‘[} shall take all useful measures to stop such organizations and criminal 
acts likely to trouble the tranquillity of the two countries and of 
the tribes in the regions bordcring on the frontier. These measures 
shall be taken either seperately by each of the governments of the 
contracting parties or jointly by the two governments if they judge 


_this useful. 
ARTICLE 7. 


Within six months from the date of the conclusion of the 


present treaty the contracting parties are in agreement to conclude 
commercial, consular, custons, postal, and telegraphic agreements, 


as well as residence and extradition conventions. 


ARTICLE 8. 


The contracting parties shall determine upon the method to 
follow in order to settle ordinary differences which may arise be- 
tween them and which cannot be regulated by diplomatic channels. 
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ARTICLE 9. 


It is understood that each of the contracting parties 
maintain full liberty of action as concerns its relations with other 
powers, other than the reciprocal engagements which have been spec- 
ified in the present treaty. 


ARTICLE 10. 


The present treaty is drawn up in Turk, Persian and French. 
In case of dispute the French text shall be authentic. 


ARTICLE ll. 


The present treaty comes into force on the date of its 

| signature and as soon as possible shall be submitted for ratification 
to the national assemblies of the two contracting parties, and the 
ratifications shall be exchanged at Teheran. 


The present treaty shall remain in force for five years. 
In case it should not be denounced by one of the contracting parties 
with a notification six months in advance, it shall be automatically 
renewed at the end of this period for a new period of one year. The 
treaty loses its effect only after the expiration of the notice of 
six months by which it may have been denounced. 


The pléenipotentiaries of the two parties, accepting and 
approving the provisions of the eleven articles given above, have 
signed and affixed their seals to the present treaty. 


Done in duplicate, at Teheran, on April 22, 4926. 
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
